Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ford et 
al (5,245,693). Ford et al discloses a heating apparatus (10) comprising a heater (12, 
14) and a flexible, thermal conductive member (200, 400, 730, etc) which can be silicon 
(SEE column 16, lines 46-50) which contacts with the heater and wherein a detachable 
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object to be heated (300) is brought into contact with the thermal conductive member to 
be heated and wherein blood (liquid) flows through the object and is heated. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ford et 
al (5,381,510). Ford et al discloses a heating apparatus comprising a heater (12, 14) 
and a flexible, thermal conductive member (200, 400), which contacts the heater and 
transfers heat to a detachable object (spacer 300) having pathways for passing blood 
(liquid). The conductive member is made of silicon (SEE column 11, lines 8-28).
